United Way campaign 
off to good start 



The 1987 United Way Campaign 
on campus is underway, with a 
target of $49,500. 

Chairing the UVic campaign 
this year, as last, are Peter 
Darling, Director of Supply and 
Technical Services, and Joan 
Thomson (Personnel). 

Donations to the campaign by 
the' Ring deadline Oct. 6 had 
reached $21,477, from 135 donors. 
This is a good start, and is ahead 
of the amount donated by this 
time last year, says Darling. 

“We hope that other people will 


donate soon. We would like to fin¬ 
ish the campaign by the end of 
October,” he says. 

The United Way has been 
active in Victoria for 50 years, 
giving support to 33 agencies 
supplying critical services to 
those with special needs. In 1986, 
these agencies served 109,618 
people, among them several UVic 
students who rely upon such 
agencies as the Arthritic Society, 
the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind and the Western 
Institute for the Deaf. 

Gifts to the United Way can be 
directed to one or more particular 
agencies, and can be done 
through payroll# deductions. The 
payroll office is willing to 
arrange deductions to start and 
stop as directed. 

Last year, faculty and adminis¬ 
trative staff donated 232 gifts to 
the United Way. “We are trying 
to encourage more people to par¬ 
ticipate this year,” says Darling.

B.C. university 
presidents 
form Council 


Employment Report shows 
changing job patterns 

with more jobs in communications and education, 
fewer in the natural sciences, and hard times 
for students depending upon summer employment. 


Most UVic graduates had to look to areas 
other than British Columbia to find career 
employment in 1986-87, according to the 
Annual Report of the Canada Employ¬ 
ment Centre on Campus. 

The provincial economy remains “soft” 
with new job creation mostly in the servi¬ 
ces industry and in self-employment ... 
“It is interesting to note that over the past 
six years, only 19 per cent of new B.C. jobs 
were in full-time employment.” 

Prospects for natural science graduates 
in research last year were “weak,” the 
Report says, attributing this to the virtual 
absence of industry-based research in 
Canada coupled with the drop in demand 
by resource-based companies. 

On the positive side, the move to a 
demand for qualifications suitable for 
occupations dealing with information 
and communications was “marked and 
definite.” 

As well, more opportunities are appear¬ 
ing for liberal arts and graduates and, “as 


has become routine during the past few 
years, there was a strong demand for com¬ 
puter science qualifications.” 

Employment prospects for newly- 
qualified teachers are finally improving, 
the Report notes. 

“In the winter of 1986, nine School Dis¬ 
tricts interviewed graduating teachers on 
the UVic campus; by 1987 the number of 
Districts had risen to twenty-one. Com¬ 
ments by various School Superintendents 
indicate that the reason for more activity 
at UVic is not only a greater number of 
teaching vacancies, but also the excellent 
reputation of our Education Faculty and 
the superior quality of UVic graduates.” 

However, students face a serious con¬ 
cern if they need to earn money through 
summer employment to finance their stu¬ 
dies, the Report states. 

“Most post-secondary students, if they 
are at all energetic and motivated, can 
find a summer job. The concern, and it is a 
painful one, is pay. With the government 


funded Challenge program pa 3 dng min¬ 
imum wage, and most service industry 
jobs ranging in the same bracket, stu¬ 
dents can barely maintain themselves 
during the summer, much less save for the 
coming school year.” 

During the academigyear, the Univer¬ 
sity remained the greatest single source of 
student part-time employment, with the 
majority of off-campus jobs in restau¬ 
rants, small retails stores and private 
households. When inroads into better¬ 
paying jobs were made, it tended to be 
largely in the non-profit sector, involving 
health care or, often, computer skills. 

In summary, the Report says it is diffi¬ 
cult to forecast which professions and 
occupations will provide the greatest 
opportunity in the future. 

“One can merely suggest that the fields 
of communications, information and ser¬ 
vices to organizations and individuals 
will likely be a sizeable part of the new 
economy.” 


UVic, Simon Fraser and the University of 
British Columbia have formed the IVi- 
Universities Presidents’ Council to 
address issues of mutual concern. 

The now abolished Universities Coun¬ 
cil of B.C. had addressed operating and 
capital budget submissions and alloca¬ 
tions, but the newly-created University 
Advisory Council does not. Therefore, the 
new tri-university co-ordinating council 
representing the universities’ interests 
has been created to address these and 
related issues. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch, SFU 
President Dr. William Saywell, and UBC 
President Dr. David Strangway, together 
with the Academic and Finance Vice- 
Presidents of each university comprise 
the council. 

Dean S. Goard has been seconded from 
the Ministry of Advanced Education and 
Job TVaining to act as Secretary to Coun¬ 
cil. Guard’s most recent position was 
Director, Funding and Analysis. For the 
past seven years he has been involved 
directly in university operating and capi¬ 
tal budgets, and government policy and 
legislation affecting universities.

Clear communications important in courtroom 

Linguist contributes to effective 
communications 


The following article has been sub¬ 
mitted to the Ring by the Business 
and Industry Development Centre 
on campus. The BIDC is encourag¬ 
ing technology transfer between 
the university and industry. 


Members of a jury listen carefully to the 
judge's charge at the end of a trial. A few 
minutes later in the jury room, they 
argue about the true meaning of the 
judge's instructions. 

A patient in the hospital confers with 
his doctor about his illness. That night, 
the patient lies in bed and reviews the 
conversation and wonders if the doctor 
said his condition was getting better or 
worse. 

These are the kinds of situations UVic 
linguist Dr. Joseph Kess tries to resolve. 

Kess has studied nine modern lan¬ 
guages, five historical and classical lan¬ 
guages and conducted field work in 
languages varying from Haida on the 
Queen Charlotte Islands to Tagalog in 
the Philippines, to Slovene in Yugosla¬ 
via. He is currently studying how people 
process, store and recall language and 
how the transfer of information through 
language can be improved. 

Recently, Kess applied his linguistics 
expertise to a manual of jury instruc¬ 
tions compiled by UVic Faculty of Law 
members. Kess's contribution to the pro¬ 
ject involved providing suggestions to 
help make judges' instructions to juries 
more easily understood. 

For example, a judge's charge to a jury 
is a monologue, often in the form of tech¬ 
nical, legal language, which uses the 
passive form and long, complex senten¬ 
ces. Kess would advise the judge to use 
the active instead of the passive form, 
positives instead of negatives, and sent¬ 
ences with “and" instead of “or", as it is 
easier to process these. 
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Instead of the passive “The evidence 
was presented by the witness" Kess 
would advise using the active, “The wit¬ 
ness presented the evidence." 

“The object would be to make the jury 
charge more effective, informative, eas¬ 
ier to understand, more task directive," 
says Kess. 

To improve the doctor/patient dia¬ 
logue, Kess would attempt to show the 
patient how to participate in the conver¬ 
sation to ask the questions he wants ans¬ 
wered. Kess has also worked on 
cross-cultural communication situa¬ 
tions, like Japanese-and-English busi¬ 
ness dialogues, showing such 
conversational partners how to read the 
flow of casual business chats. 

One of the major problems in lan¬ 
guage comprehension is ambiguity, 
says Kess. There are often two or more 
meanings for a sentence or other seg¬ 
ment of language. Establishing context 
and theme helps overcome ambiguity, 
and Kess has determined procedures for 
setting up themes in both written and 
spoken text. 

Kess has also conducted research on 
advertising to try to determine what 
makes an advertisement effective, and 
has found that ambiguity by plays on 
words seems to attract and entertain 
audiences. 


Preliminary indications are that full¬ 
time university enrolment in Canada 
will increase to 475,000 this year, com¬ 
pared with 371,000 at the beginning of 
the decade, according to the Canadian 
High Education Research Network at 
the University of Ottawa. 

Indications are that the participation 
rate in Canadian universities has 
become the highest in the world, says an 
announcement released by CHERN 

CHERN was created in April 1985 
under the auspices of the Canadian 
Society for the Study of Higher Educa¬ 
tion, and the Faculty of Administration 
of the University of Ottawa, with core 
funding by the federal Department of 
the Secretary of State. 

CHERN's announcement says all 
indications are that full-time university 
enrolment in Canada will not be affected 
by the anticipated decline in the popula¬ 
tion of 18 to 24 year-olds, from 3.3 million 
during the early 1980s to a projected 2.6 
million by the mid-1990s. The demogra- 


Tom Perry, a Ph.D. candidate in Psy¬ 
chology, is applying the results of his 
dissertation research to help people stop 
smoking. In the process, he has started 
his own small business to market a per¬ 
sonalized correspondence course for 
quitting the filthy habit. 

Two years ago. Perry began conduct¬ 
ing an experimental smoking cessation 
program using other UVic students as 
subjects. He designed the experiment to 
test the hypothesis that public commit¬ 
ment is an effective strategy for prevent¬ 
ing relapse of smoking. 

The study was suggested by Dr. Loren 
Acker (Psychology), a member of Perry's 
Doctoral Committee. Acker himself quit 
smoking in an effort that included hand¬ 
ing out cards that told people that they 
could kick him and fine him if they saw 
him even handling a cigarette. 

The people in Perry's experimental 
group wrote 10 letters telling people they 
were quitting. In the letters, they asked 
the recipients to share this news with 
others but not to inform the quitter 
whom they'd told. 

The experiment was the first direct 
test of public commitment as an aid in 
quitting smoking. Similar measures 
have proved useful in combating alcohol 
addiction. 


The number of courses taught in French 
at UVic is expanding due to the efforts of 
the Department of French Language 
and Literature and the co-operation of 
several other Departments. 

Starting this term, students can take 
French 180 Immersion, an enriched ver¬ 
sion of the regular course in French Lan¬ 
guage and Literature. In addition, 
several courses taught in French will be 
available from other departments begin¬ 
ning in September 1988. 

These new courses will offer French 
immersion graduates and others further 
opportunities to improve their bilingual 
capabilities. They will be able to take 
Theatre 150, (Speech Communication) 
in French, as well as Psychology 100 
(General Psychology), History 230 (His¬ 
tory of Canada), and Linguistics 362 
(Introduction to General Linguistics). 
The latter course has been offered in 
French as Linguistics 101 since 1985. 


phic impact has been neutralized by the 
continued growth of the participation 
rate, which has become the highest in 
the world, it states. 

Other educational facts released by 
CHERN are: 

• in 1987-88 almost every second 18 to 21 
year old is studying full-time at a Cana¬ 
dian post-secondary institution. 

• more than 50 per cent of the full-time 
post-secondary students are females. 

• undergraduate enrolment has grown 
by an estimated 12 per cent between 
1982-83 and 1987-88, in spite of the fact 
that the 18 to 21 source population has 
declined by 20 per cent. This confirms 
that the participation rate has increased 
spectacularly during the 1980s, from 18 

■ per cent to over 26 per cent. 

• international undergraduate student 
enrolment at Canadian universities has 
declined from 26,000 to 16,000, a drop of 
38.5 per cent—mainly in Ontario. 

• full-time graduate enrolment has 


After 12 months, seven of the 16 people 
in the experimental group had not 
smoked a single cigarette, but only 1 of 
the 13 people in a control group had 
remained abstinent. These results were 
statistically significant. 

Using the expertise developed as a 
result of his research, and drawing from 
his own experience of quitting after 22 
years of heavy smoking. Perry deve¬ 
loped and began marketing a personal¬ 
ized correspondence course to help 
others quit. He was helped in planning 
his business by Kenneth Milbrath of the 
Business and Industry Development 
Centre on campus. 

Perry has recently begun marketing 
his Quit Smoking by Mail service by con¬ 
tacting employers, sending sample 
packages to physicians, and running 
newspaper ads. The program is 
designed as a correspondence course. It 
is delivered in personalized 
installments. 

Perry is pleased with the response so 
far. Several individuals are participat¬ 
ing and a number of government agen¬ 
cies and physicians have expressed 
serious interest. Perry is now exploring 
the potential for computerizing the ser¬ 
vice so that it can be personalized in a 
more cost effective manner. 


“UVic is am6ng the first uniVereitfes 
in Canada to respond directly to the 
challenge of helping the many excellent 
students in immersion programs con¬ 
tinue their immersion experience at the 
post-secondary level," says Dr. John 
Greene, Chairman of the Department of 
French Language and Literature. 

'“I am' very gratified by the enthusi¬ 
asm that has been shown by members of 
the other departments concerned," 
Greene says. 

“And I am also grateful for the sup¬ 
port of Geoff Mills, former Director ofihe 
Modern Language Service in the Minis¬ 
try of Education a:^d now on the UBC 
faculty, for his backing our request for 
funds." 

Partial funding for these new course 
offerings comes from the Federal 
government via the Provincial Ministry 
of Education. 


experienced a dramatic increase tluring 
the 1980s from 44,700 in 1980-81 to an 
estimated 57,600 in 1987-88, an almost 
30 per cent growth. 

• the increase in university enrolment 
has resulted in dramatic growth in 
degrees awarded at the bachelor's and 
first professional level from less than 
85,000 in 1981 to over 100,000 during the 
mid-1980s. 

• the number of earned doctoral degrees 
has increased from fewer than 1,800 dur¬ 
ing the 1970s and early 1980s to an esti¬ 
mated 2,400 in 1987. “This seems to 
confirm that the supply of doctoral 
degrees will continue to expand, based 
on the current undergraduate enrolment 
trends." 

• unlike many other industrialized 
countries, university expenditures, as 
related to GNP, have not changed appre¬ 
ciably in Canada since the mid-1970s, 
remaining in the range of 1.5 to 1.6 per 
cent.

Shinbrot 

Mathematician will be missed 


Memorial Services were held at the UVic 
Faculty Club Sept. 24 for Dr. Marvin Shin¬ 
brot, UVic professor of Mathematics and 
adjunct professor of Engineering, who 
died suddenly on Sept. 18, in Santa Bar- 
bgira, California. 

Shinbrot, who was 59, is survived by his 
wife Sarah and infant daughter, and 
three grown children. 

He had published widely in many areas 
of mathematics, and made especially 
important contributions to fluid dynam¬ 
ics, and rarefied gas dynamics (in particu¬ 
lar the theory of the Boltzmann equation 
and the theory of water waves). 

In addition, he had provided fundamen¬ 
tal mathematical analysis for a number 
of engineering projects for the federal 
government. One of his projects, as a con¬ 
sultant for TVansport Canada, was creat¬ 
ing a mathematical model of a hovercraft 


specifically designed to break ice, to help 
isolated communities out of the reach of 
more ordinary vehicles. 

Besides his scientific activities, Shin¬ 
brot showed constant concern and 
engagement with social issues, say those 
who knew him. 

“He contributed a lot to a lot of people,” 
says Dr. A1 Hurd (Mathematics). 

“He will be missed a great deal in many, 
many ways by his friends, and co¬ 
workers,” says Dr. Rheinard Illner 
(Mathematics), who had collaborated 
with Shinbrot firom Germany for a 
number of years, before coming to UVic to 
work with him two years ago. 

“He was taken out of the middle of an 
active life. He would talk with colleagues, 
and work every day, for hours at a time,” 
Illner said. 


Engineering appoints professor 



The appointment of Dr. Wu-Sheng Lu as 
Associate Professor in the UVic Depart¬ 
ment of Electrical and Computer Engi¬ 
neering has been announced by 
department chairman Dr. Andreas 
Antoniou. 

Lu received his B.S. degree in mathe¬ 
matics from Fudan University in 1964, 
before teaching for several years at the 


Second Polytechnic University. He 
received his M.S. degree in mathematics 
from East China Normal University in 
1980, and his M.S. degree in electrical 
engineering and his Ph.D. degree in con¬ 
trol science from the University of Minne¬ 
sota in 1983 and 1984. 

After completing his graduate studies, 
Lu spent 14 months as a Post-Doctoral 
Fellow at UVic, working on analysis and 
design techniques for multidimensional 
digital filters. He then spent 18 months as 
Visiting Assistant Professor in the 
Department of Electrical Engineering at 
the University of Minnesota where he 
taught courses in circuits, signal analysis 
and robotics. 

Lu’s current research objectives include 
the development of new control algo¬ 
rithms that will improve the performance 
of industrial robots in terms of control 
accuracy, robustness and feasibility. He 
has published two books on his research 
(in Chinese) and nearlv 40 scientific pap¬ 
ers. His research is supported by the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council.

his executive assistant in planning such 
projects as district-wide anti-vandalism 
programs.

Among Samuel’s achievements is act¬ 
ing as publisher and editor of the Cana¬ 
dian Children's Magazine, from 1976-79.
